Washington, Oct. 15.-A n argument j 
against the reduction of the number of 
troops in the Philippines is mad® by 
General Leonard Wood, commanding 
that division, in his annual report. 
The total garrison on Jnne 30 last num­ 
bered 20,043 men. 
“ We are far from home,” says Gen. 
Wood, “ and in case of foreign disturb­ 
ance even with all our troops concen­ 
trated at Manila, the force available 
would be barely sufficient to defend it 
from serious attack." 
Gen. Wood suggests adding some ar­ 
tillery to the present garrison and send­ 
ing to the Philippines one squadron of 
each of the cavalry regiments in the 
United States. 
The department in Visayas has been 
in good order except in the island of 
Samar, through most of which has oj>- 
erated a large number of ignorant fan­ 
atics of a low type known as Puljanes, 
whose principal object seemed to have 
been to destroy the coast towns and 
people in the most ruthless and brutal 
fashion.

MANY PASSENGERS PERISH 


IN OHRNING STEAMED 


Hong Kong, Oct. 15-The British 
steamer Hankow 
from C anion was 
burned at 3:10 o'clock Sunday morn­ 
ing while lying alongside her wharf. 
Hundreds 
of Chinese 
passengers 
were burned to death and a 
valuable 
cargo was destroyed. 
All the European passengers and 
crew were saved. 
The steamer Hankow, with 2,000 
Chinese passengers, men, women and 
children, seven Europeans and cargo, 
including 300 bales of matting, 560 bales 
of raw silk and 400 bales waste silk 
arrived from Canton at 3 o’clock in the 
morning and was shortly afterward 
moored at the wharf. 
Her chief officer reported to Captain 
Branch that the ship was afire. 
The 
captain then directed the chief engin­ 
eer to turn on the water through the 
fire hose. 
This was impossible for the reason 
that within 
five minutes after the 
alarm was given the Hankow was 
ablaze afore and aft. 
Captain Branch then awakened the 
passengers who rushed down the gang­ 
way, the ladies in their night clothes. 
The crew was compelled to leave the 
ship which by this time was a v erit­ 
able furnace. 
Chinese steerage passengers were 
thrown into a frightful panic. 
Horrifying shrieks and cries to save 
their lives were heard, but escape was 
impossible 
owing to the inflamable 
na ture of the cargo. 
Hundreds were burned to death and 
many others jumped into the harbor 
and were drowned. 
Responding to signals the British 
cruiser Flora and the naval dock yard 
dispatched contingents of engines and 
apparatus. The land and floating bri­ 
gades of firemen made herculean cf - 
forts to extinguish the flames, fcwhich 
leaped to a hight of over sixty feet. 
The fire was brought under control 
at 6 o’clock a. rn. at which time only

Muskogee, I. T., Oct. 15. —After two 
years the department of interior has 
at last evolved what seems a satisfac­ 
tory method of removing the restric­ 
tions from the alienation of land by 
Indians who are not lull bloods. The 
Indian officials here are now receiving 
applications for removal of restrictions 
of about 600 per week, approved by 
the secretary of the interior. This

The records in the office of United 
States Marshal Bennett 
show that 
during the last nine years there 
have 
>een 1728 persons convicted of felony 
and sent to the penitentiary. 
In ad­ 
dition to these there were hundreds 
who were 
convicted between IS89, 
when court was established here, and 
up to the time Marshal Bennett took 
charge. 
It is believed that there are 1,000 
men living in the western judicial dis­ 
trict who would be disqualified to vote 
on this account. 
Of course there were a good many 
who were convicted of felon or who are 
still in the penitentiary. 
But a major­ 
ity of the felonies from Indian terri­ 
tory are punished by sentences from 
one to three years. 
And nearfy every one of the persona 
convicted in this territory return to it 
as soon as they get out of the peni­ 
tentiary. 
If the other three districts show as 


many persons convicted of felony as 
the western district does, it would 
make an estimated total of 4,000 per­ 
sons who would be disfranchised on 
this one account.

maintenance of Oklahoma colleges af­ 
ter statehrvn I. 
The greater portion of 
this land i 
. Beaver county and much 
of it has nt >r been used for other than 
grazing purposes. Only recently did 
Mr. Wenner complete the filings on 
this land, it being necessary to visit ev­ 
ery government land office in the ter­ 
ritory in order to accomplish thisw’ork.

How the Old Leader of a Flock 
Gathers It and Starts ob 
Its Journey. 


At the end of March or during the 
first week in April all the gray geese 
In the Outer Hebrides collect la one 
pines before taking their departure fot 
their nesting haunts within the Arctic 
circle 
To estimate their numbers is impos­ 
sible, and to behold this vast con­ 
course of geese as one of the eights of 
a lifetime. 
The vast host of birds 
stands packed together in a huge pha­ 
lanx till the king of the gray legs start* 
the flight. As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices salute him, 
but none stirs till from overnead be 
gives the call for his subjects to fol­ 
low him. 
Some fifty birds rise in the air and 
follow him. and as they go gradually 
sssume the wedgelike formation, with 
three single birds in a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and in a few min­ 
ute# are out of sight.

Instrument with Reflecting Lens Five 
Full Feet in Diameter Being In* 
stalled in Observatory 
at Cambridge. 


In Touch With a. Lion. 


T h e biggest telescope in the world 
trill soon be searching the heavens for 
th e instruction and benefit of the stu- j scope was to stand, and a tan k was 


at once to m ount it on th e observatory 
grounds at Cambridge. 
Most large telescopes are supported 
by a pedestal or foundation 
pier 
of 
cast-iron, cem ent, or m asonry firmly 
built upon the ground, but this tele­ 
scope is held in position by a big hol­ 
low cylinder that floats in a tan k of 
water. 
In the first place a deep excavation 
was m ade on the spot w here the tele­ 


d e n ts of H arvard university. 
A few I constructed with thick walls of solid 
y e a rs ago when the Yerkes telescope ! concrete 15 feet deep at th e farther 
w as installed by th e U niversity of Chi-1 end and 21 feet long., the bottom of 


cage its 40-inch lens was heralded as 
th e biggest thing in telescopes in ac­ 
tive use in the world. 
But now the 
Com mon telescope has stepped into 
first place. 
The largest telescope ever construct­ 
ed was a six-foot instrum ent m ade by

which slopes upward from tho deep 
end at an angle of about 45 degrees 
to the surface of the ground. 
In this tan k the w ater-tight steel 
float or cylinder, which is IS feet long 
and seven feet, eight inches in diam ­ 
eter. is ballasted at the som e angle as 
the bottom of the tank, the buoyancy 
of the w ater supporting its weight, 
and delicate pivots at each end serv­ 
ing to steady it in position. 
Above 
this, and securely fastened to it by 
a strong iron fork and bolts, is the 
great tube of the telescope. 
T he Common telescope Is a reflec­ 
tor. and its great m irror, five feet 
in diam eter, is placed at the low er 
end of the tube, so that the light 
from any sta r th at is to he exam ­ 
ined reaches it by passing down the 
length of th e tube. 
Then o th er sm all­ 
er m irrors placed 
along 
the 
tube 
above reflect this light back again up 
the tube to th e "eye piece” or sm aller 
tube which passes through the wall 
of the observing room to the observer. 
T he end of this 
ey e p ie ce 
through 
which the o b se rv e r looks is closed by 
a powerful m agnifying lens, so that 
the im age of tilt' star, which appears 
as a very small point on the m irror, 
is a little enlarged. 
This great telescope is to he used 
Lord Kosse in 1842, and set up in the j 
park of his castle in Ireland. 
But for chiefly for w hat is called photometric 
various reasons this telescope w as not 
long successful, and was abandoned 
m any years ago. 
It is an interesting 
relic, still to be seen w ith its m irror 
of m etal and its clum sy mounting in 
th e park at Parsontow n, Ireland.
